THRILING ESCAPES 


A little girl Hes close to death in 
the Kwong. Wah ‘Hospital, and a 
middle-aged ‘man hos been taken 
to the Kowloon Hospital as a re- 
sult of another mysterious fire ‘at 
Shumshuipo. 

The outbreak occurred in a 


| three-storied building in Yeo Kuk 


Street—the heart of 2 thickly po- 
pulated aren, With terrifying 
suddeness,. it sprend from the. 
kround floor to the first floor and 
then to the adjoining tenement. 
Two pitiful sights were witness- 
ed soon after the Brigade arrived, 
Flames were sweeping up from 
the ground floor, and the inhabit- 
ants trapped ‘in the tenements 
above were faced with a desperate 
situation. Some scrambled into 
adjoining tenements, and some cs- 
caped from the bnek of the build- 
ing. :

Although they made a systematic 
search, until finally beaten back 
by the flames, no trace was found 
of the missing people, and it is 
presumed that they also escaped 
along the narrow’ ledye, and, 
reaching the street safely, inter- 
mingled with the huge crowd.

A general mecting of tho ropre- 
sentatives of the Mamak Hockey 
Competition was held yesterday in the 
board room of Messrs, Jardino, 
Matheson, when a gencral committes 
and a sub-committee for drafting the 
rules were formed. : 

England White took the 
chatr, and was supported by the Hon. 
Seerctary,: Mr. E. 
the Asst, Hon. Scerctary, Mr. A. E. 
Guest. Mr. Mamak, the donor of the 
prize, was also present, 


Sccretury’s Report. 


The Hon, Secretary, presenting his 
report said:--The inaugural meeting 
of the Manuwk Hockey. Tournament 
was held in September, 1931, in the 
Pavilion of the Central British Asso-- 
ciation nt King’s Park. The follow- 
ing seven Clubs were represented at 
thin meeting:—Radio orts Club, 
Central British Association, Hong- 
kong Police, Incognitos, St. Andrews, 
Royal Corps of Signals, Royal Army 
Service Corps. ‘ 

A Committee was formed consist- 
ing of a Chairman (Mr. 0. England 
White), Hon, Seerctary (Mr. C. C. 
Francis) and’one representative from 
ench of the seven competing Clubs. 
Mr. E. W. Hnmilton, at that time 
Postmaster General, was invited to 
become President of the Tournament, 
and on being approached by the 
chairman he very kindly agreed. 

It was decided that the Compcti- 
tion should be run on the league 
system, ench team to play the other 
teams tiice, two points being award- 
ed for a win and one for a draw. 

The chief difliculty that presented 
itself during the last senson was in 
connexion with referees for the 
matches, Only four or five officials 
were nt the disposal of the Com- 
mittee, with the result that = grent 
dificulty was found in” getting 
matches played off on the dates ar- 
ranged, 

This trouble, it is hoped, will not 
arise this yeur, as steps are being 
taken to register a number of re- 
ferces suMcient to cover the require- 
ments of the Competition, | 

The question of grounds also gave 
the Committee's rather anxious time. 
Two pf .the competing teams had no 
ground of their own and the ground 
used by the Police was unfortunately 
found unsuitable. This matter will 
hueve to-he very carefully’ considered 
by the Committee this year, 

Another point which should not be 
overlooked is the fact.that the time 
for.commencement of matches must 
be regulated to enable the games to 
be played in good light. There is a 
practice in Hongkong of commenting 
friendly matches about 5.15 p.m., 
most of the-game being layed, in 
very poor light. This is all right in 
so far as friendly games are, con- 
cerned, but is definitely unsatisfuc- 
tory in competitive hockey. Service 
teams have no difficulty in fielding 


teams. at any ‘time after the tiMn: 


hour, but civilian teams are not so 
happily placed. The solution is I 
think, for matches’ to be nrranged so 
that the ciyillan clubs play their 
games at the week ends, on Satur- 
days or Sunduys. 


Unsportsmanlike Spirit. 


It is regrettable to have to men- 
tion in this report that a certain 
amount of ill-feeling was introduced 
into the Competition last year owing 
to the unsportsmanlike attitude 
adopted by certain players in ,ques- 
tioning the decisions given’ by re- 
ferecs. 

It should not be necessary for. 
Clubs or players to be reminded that 
the referce hus absolute disciplinary 
powerr on the field of play, and in 
the event of any decision being open 
to question the correct method is for 
the Club concerned to enter a pro- 
test in writing to the Committce. For 
nny individunl to enter an argument 
with: the referee or in any way to 
question ‘his decision in any ‘matter 
is both unsportsmanlike and undigni- 
fied, 

We must not overlook the finan- 
cial side of things. Last aeason, in 
order to meet expenses incidental to 
the running of the Tournament, Clubs 
were called upon to ‘subscribe $5 at 
the coramencement of the season and 
$6 at the conclusion of the senson. 

In spite of the various difficulties 
that were met, however, the Tournn- 
ment was carried on oa successful 
conclusion, the winners being the 
Radio Sports Club, who are to be con- 
gratulated on their performance, 

The finul match of the 1931-82 sea- 
son was between the Winners and 
The Rest. This match was ployed 
on May 7 Inst, between the Radio 
Sports Club and 9 side selected from 
the other six teams who took part 
in the Tournnment. A_ most enjoy-

a fecling thnt the Chinese want to 
control football in Hongkong, and I 
know it is not truc. . My op nion is 
that the following suggestions: may 
solve the problems. ‘ 

1. To -recognise the Hongkong 
Chineso Amatcur Athletic Federation 
as 2 Governing Body - controlling 
Chinese, football In. Hongkong. 

2. Two representatives nominated 
by the Chinese Federation fo sit on 
the Council. 

3. The Chinese teams jeln the 
Lengue through the Federnt! 

4. Tho Chinese clubs will bo ros. 
ponsible ‘to the Chinese Federation 
who, in turn, is responsible to tho 
Football Association. 

6. Interports between Chinese 
teums to be arranged by the Chinese 
Federation with the co-operation of 
the Faotball Arsocintion in the mntter 
of arrangements for grounds, ctc. 

6. Suspensions of players, ete. 
can, I think, be by some arrangement 
or’ understanding. 

If my suggestions are approved, 
the, Footbnll Association will save o 
lot of trouble In having to deal with 
all the Chinese Clubs direct. 
posnl to have two or even 
Chinese representatives on the Council 
will take awny the fear that tho 
Chinese may want to get control.

commended for having succeeded 
in holding up, two votes totalling 
sixteen thousand dollars’ which 
had been asked for in connexion 
with refuse disposal at Shauki- 
wan, The facts, so: far as they 
were. disclosed at the Finance 
Committee meeting on Thursday, 
are, to say the least, surprising. 
It uppears that, .for some little 
time past, experiments have been 
carried out with two small in- 
cinerators, but that complaints 
have been made to the authorities 
regarding the -smoke nuisance 
created. As a result, it is pro- 
posed to erect a timber jetty and 
buy 2 couple of sailing barges, in 
order ' that the refuse 
carried

dumped at Mataukok. The two 
experinintal incinerators only 
cost six hundred dollars in aul, 
so they cannot have been very 
elaborate, affairs. Be that as it 
may, if the Government hus its way 
they are now to be discarded in 
favour of this other, plan of dis- 
posing of the garbage in the real, 
orthodox Hongkong manner, 
| Phe point which will immediate- 
ly suggest itself to anyone who 
has rend the Finance Committee 
discussion on the’ matter ia that 
the incineration experiment .can- 
not be condemned in this offhand 
manner. merely because the smoke 
Trom the plant has” caused 
annoyance. If we are to judge 
from the remarks of the Director 
of Public Works, the incinerators 
have worked quite satisfactorily 
from the standpoint . of dealing 
with the rubbish, the ‘only’ com- 
‘plaint being in regard ‘to the 
smoke. The obvious step, there- 
| fore, would have been to move the 
: plant to-a spot where no annoy- 
ance would be.caused—quite a sim- 
« ple matter, onc would © imagine.

way. Rather does it prefer to 
take what was well described as 
a retrograde step by reverting to 
‘the old’ dumping method, and; in 
the process, spend sixteen - thou- 
sand dollars on’a-‘pler and a 
couple of barges. The six hun- 
dred dollars’ which the incinera- 
tors cost is apparently to be writ- 
ten off asa dead loss. The ques- 
tion was raised, during the dis- 
cussion, whether the Shaukiwan 
‘proposal implied that the Govern- 
ment intended to conduct no more 
experimental ‘ work in connexion 
with Incineration as 1 means of 
disposing. of rubbish. The 
Colonial Sccretary’s reply, that 
‘ho would not Itke to go as far as 
to aay that, cannot be described 
as very informative. However, 
in the meantime the Shaukiwan 
vote has been held over and the 
Government will have the oppor- 
tunity of studying some modern 
methods which the Hon. Mr. Shen- 
ton has brought to its notice. 
This -question of incineration 
as a means of refuse disposal in 
this Colony has arisen again and 
again. during recent years, but 
with no definite decision being 
reached oné way or the other: Ai 
ardent believers — in 
methods of dealing with this mat- 
ter, Wwe should not like to think 
the case will be decided on the 
experiences gained with «a couple 
of three hundred dollar outfits.

Germany's Tactics. 


One step at a time was the 
political axiom which the late Dr. 
Stresemann made his own. He 
proceeded with a skill acknow- 
ledged- by all to make good Ger- 
many’s claims one by one, and 
never to express them en . bloc. 
That was ‘his method, compounded 
of audacity and caution; and it 
stood him in good 
many Germans were dissastisfed 
with the slowness of this means 
of liberating Gemany from the 
disabilities placed upon the coun- 
try by the Versailles Treaty, and 
When his guiding hand was re- 
moyed they ‘clamoured for an 


The situation from the viewpoint 
of the German authorities is em- 
barrassing, though the German 
ministers themselves are in large 
part responsible for it. They 
have tried to shout with the Hit- 
lerites, and have they therefore 
encouraged the ‘further rise of 
Hitler. Germany has been led to de- 
mand immediate results that are 
incompatible with the peaceful 
organisation of Europe. Im- 
partial observers declare that 
the triumph of Hitler in the elec- 
tion with the consequent stimulus 
to German forcign policy, ds in 
‘reality a setback. 
ereasing the influence of Germany, 
it has reduced it. Herr von Papen 
has excelled as a diplomatist fbut 
he was foreed to say openly that 
if there is not. general disarma- 
ment, then Germany will shake off 
the military fetters of the Ver- 
sailles Treaty. Such a’ prospect, 
of upheaval serves largely to. in- 
crease, the obstacles to German 
tlaims: Nationa which might 
have beon friendly and sympatho- 
tic toward some parts of the Ger- 
man: programme are somewhat 
alarmed at other parts of it. The 
Chancellor, if he is well advised 
and awake to the mistakes in a 
German diplomacy pushed head- 
long by extremists, should now 
endeavour to revert to the method 
of Stresemann. It is for him to 
choose the proper time to make 
Germany’s demands, ond to decide 
Germany's alms at a given mo-

THE 80 MILES AN HOUR FORD. 


An English Criticism by 


When Henry Ford decided to 
abandon his historic policy of con- 
centrating upon a dingle model, he 
displayed his usual thoroughness. 
For some time past the popular 
four-cylinder Ford has been manu- 
fagtured with engines of two dif- 
ferent sizes, a large engine for 
countries with a rational taxation 
system, and a small engine for 
countries like Britain, which elect 
to handicap pure acience by taxing 
cars in terms of engine size. _ Quite 
recently these two fours were 
flanked by an extremely attractive 
“baby,” known as the 8 h.p- model, 
which is possibly the best 8 hp. 
car ever built, And now the Ford 
directors announce @ 30 hp. model 
avith a V type cight-cylinder en- 
gine, taxed in Great Britain at £30 
per annum, and designed to sell 
at about £250 to £260 with o plain 
form of enclosed pody. This 
multiplication of models is perfect- 
ty logical. In the early days of 
mass production a designer could 
achieve a rock-bottom price only 
with the aid of a very simple pro- 
gramme, limited to a single chassis, 
though this programme permitted 
a wide range of' ecouchwork. ‘To- 
day similar economies are easily 
procurable with a full series of 
chassis; and every manufacturer of 
eminence caters for many of the 
different grades of motorists. It 
in rather diastrous from a British 
standpoint that the R.A.C. taxation 
rating will hamper the sale of this 
model in our home market. The 
car unquestionably represents ¢x- 
traordinary value for money. No 
other maker in the world offers 
his clients ‘an 80 miles un hour car 
at so low a price. For many of us 
speeds of 70 miles and over may 
possess no great attraction. But 
there is no motorist who would not 
relish the crashing accleration of 
this vehicle. Acceleration’ of this 
quality automatically confers & 
great factor of safety; it safe- 
guards all overtaking, and it enables 
adriverto wriggle out of many an 
awkward road situation in which 
he would be helpless on a more 
sluggish car. This car possesses 
only three gears; put it can reach 
a speed of vary nearly 60 miles on 
its second gear, a figure appreached 
by no rivals outside the sphere of 
racing cars.

Mr. Barry O'Brien said that it 
seemed an extraordinary thing for 
a judge to make a gencral state- 
ment affecting the whole of the 
solicitors’ profession, which must 
be deeply resented. ‘“Representa- 
tions ought to be made to tho 
appropriate offictal in order that 
the fecling of our profession may 
be brought respectfully to the 
notice of the judge.
